"I am glad to say, that in spile of the pre- 
occupation of the war and the energies which 
The Salvation Army is throwing into war relief 
agencies in Great Britain, soul-saving work goes 
on with irnahated vipor. The war has made this 
phase a little more difficult perhaps, but 1_ have 
no hesitation in saying that Olir activity is 
greater now than .it any time in the past, plus 
the artivirics forced npon us by the war. New 
opportunities have arisen to meet which wc IiAtC 
had to adapt ourselves. You know how woiv'cr- 
ful is the adaptability of our system, aiid^vc 
have met the emergency with little loss of time 
o'r energy." 

"Was there not & feeling that the hean- 
stirrings and anxieties of the war would cause a 
widespread turning to God?" 

"Here and there there have been wonderful 
outpourings of the Spirit of God, but I must say 
that in some respects the war did not at first 
provoke the interest in spiritual things which 
some peopfc confidently expected. We have even 
noticed a- certain revulsion, caused probab!y"by 
the spectacle of the bloodshed and of agony and 
destruction.

This Appeal of Paul to the Romany

Paul's reason for wishing to go 
to "Rome probably was not only to 
vindicate his right as a native born 
Roman to freedom of speech and 
action, but to see the Christians in 
that great Idolatrous elty. 

Jews In Borne 

V . It IS computed by the historian 
josephus that there were al least 
eight thousand Jews in Rome. 
These Jews and their families used 
to go up to Jerusalem for the var- 
ious ceremonies connected with the 
Church. So at Pentecost they were 
represented, and in the view of 
some writers it i! considered that 
this was the way the new evangel 
was carried to Home. 
'Another view is that the continual 
exchange of movement to and fro 
from Home to Jerusalem was the 
cause oi the foundation of the Jew- 
ish. Church in Rome, the great 
Capital oi the civilisation of the 
then known world. Anything which 
crested sueh a. stir and excitement 
at- the old national centre of. the 
ancient people of Cod was sure to 
affect them iti Italy, . >-. 

As we take up the study of Paul's 
letter to the -Romans it would be 
well to keep these simple historic 
facts', in mind.
